"FLIES" ON VESSELS. 


Not tbe Mttl* I»«ot, But • W,«»tfc«T 
V«» to AM In Steering;. , 


The "fly" at'the masthead, is often 


used as a-sign-to-steer by. It revolves 
on a-pivot, and hence, like a weather- 
vane,'shows the direction from which 
the wind is blowing,' whereas, ajfia* 
attached to a halyand streams direct- 
ly astern, or at an angle more or less 
affected by the speed and course of the 
vesssl. A glance at the fly having shown 
the wind's direction, a glance at the 
pinnacle shows from what point of the 
compass it comes. Then, by watching 
tb» fly- and thus keeping the ship al- 
ways at the some angle to the wind, 
you are able to keep her on her course. 


The ships of different! nations have 


distinctive flies. Tbe American and 
the English fly to a little triangular 
pennon. 
German ships of tew have a 


small tapering bag at the masthead, 
and French lessels a "dog-vane"—aline 
of corks with colored feathers on a 
wire. The steamers of the French line 
from New York to Havre have a dog- 
vane at each masthead—it is one' o,f 
their distinguishing marks. 


Steering by the fly is one way > of 


steering by the wind, hut .there ore 
othfjr .tricks for finding the wind-point. 


i A'sailor con find the point of a stiff 
ireete by simply letting it blow against 
his face. In a light air, almost a calm, 
he jftfts his hat and turns his head until 
h'e feels the cool breath on his "moist 


'.-which is far more sensitive than 


*u»un-tanned f ace; or he moistens the 
end *>1 his hand, and turning it toward 
tbe wind, waves it gently back and 
forth and to and fro, until the coolness 
of the air is fellj on one afde of that 
narrow surface ^and* not on the other," 
In heavier-air* he win moisten the palm 
of the hand and hold it^at to tb« wind. 
The-wind-point being found, thejshlp 
is sailed as close to the wind as pos- 
sible, the helmsman keeping his eye on 
the soil-leech. The least quiver, add 
a turn of the wheel keeps her off 
enough to fill her sails; bat with unex- 
perienced hand on the wheel there will 
be no quiver along the leech.' For an "A. 
B." can tell by the "feel" of the helm 
when the ship Is about to come up into 
the wind.

United States Consul, Kirk, of Copen- 


hagen, baa iorwarfed to the state de- 
partment the following tran*laSlon of. 
ilecture delivered by Mr. Johaansen 
at the agricultural high school recently 
on the result* obtained by tiw etheriz- 
ing method, which consists in develop- 
ing plant* earlier than i* in their nature 
by-etowring them to the influence of 
ether fumes. The lecturer say*: 


"By eJtpomtog ileeplng plant* to the 
influenceof ether Mnd chloroform tuere- 
•ult i* obtained that each plant, after 
the treatment with e^her, beglna TO 
•hoot, they have thu* probably been 
awakened, from their previous condi- 
tion of sleep and inactivity. Lilac* grow 
splendidly when placed in an air-tight 
compartment.and exposed 48 hour* ttt 
the effect of 500 or 000 cubi* centi- 
meters of ether, and then put in a hot- 
house. Just before Christmas the plant* 
had developed *plendidly, the etheris- 
ing of the plant* will cost four or five 
ore (one to one and one-halt cent*) each. 
The main point i* to get the plant* to 
shoot at any time before Christmas, 
even In September and October. 
It 


can be «ald that some progress has un- 
doubtedly been made, but no one can 
tell to what astonishing result* this 
diecovery may lead. Tulips, lilac*, etc., 
can be developed much earlier and have 
a pretty color and great durability, a* 
the ether tree* the plant from decom- 
posable matter. To etherize the plant* 
they are placed in an air-tight recep- 
tacle and exposed from 24 to 96 hours 
(generally 48 hours) to the influence of 
the ether. Cylindrical glasses are need 
for *mall plant* and for large plant* an 
oil-painted box, the interior of"which, to 
lined with tin foil, four feet high and 
long and 2y,' feet broad.
